Votes For W omrn Bill Un- 
successful in Arts '32 

I'ho provincial sovcrniiiciit under 
tho leadership of Hon. D. Lusher 
SmoAhcreau was defeated yesterdny 
In Introducing a bill for woman suff- 
rage In tho Arts '32 Mock P.ariiajiicnt. 
After .1 vigorous attack on Ihc bill by 
Hon. Cockerlon Smoiido and his col- 
league.", the houso voted down the 
propos<?d mcaiiuro. 

Previous to Iho dobalo proper. Hon. 
.Mr. .'^motide nskod provlnelal treasur- 
er Michel Holler Nickel what ho had 
done with the Donilnlon Government 
unemployment relief grant. Mr. Nic- 
kel replied that while w.alkltig doAvn- 
town one .afternoon he liad ol>sorved a 
number of uncmployod men to whom 
lie h.ad given tho money. Hon. Mr. 
Smasherenu then Introduced his bill 
for wom.an suffr.age. Ho pictured ns 
ono of tho results of tlic bill lîrlgdol 
and Mandy discu.ssing matters of high 
political import over tho s.arden fence 
or leaning on their brooms. ".Since 
mentlop of this bill has been made," 
ho said, "I h.ave been followed by 
crowds of women, eager to obey my 
every whim and It is my intention to 
introduce tlie bill. If necessary, ag.ojn 
and again and again." 

Women's Place In Home 

Mr. Smoiido replied that the bill h.ad 
no utlllla.rln.n value and wna Just an- 
other step in the rotten policy of the 
government. Tho place of woman was 
In the home. Quebec was unique In 
that It hod no property rights for 
women. It waj to bo hoped that this 
uniqueness would he prescn-ed. 

Hon. Doody Smirkovltch, K.C., etc., 
refuted this çpeech. The uniqueness 
of Quobec was not, he stated, any- 
thing to be proud of.' Tho opposition 
had admitted that women wero aa In- 
telligent as men, why lliercforo siiould 
they not vote? Women have always 
had a great Influence over men ho 
said, citing tho examplo of Antony 
and Cleopatra. This Influence has 
UBU.lily been for the b6.5t and it could 
be oxlendod liy allowing women to 
vote. 

Waving Pattlooat

no place In the government. AVomans

Provincial Opposition fA?ad' 
er Demands Arrest on 
Blasphemy Charges 

"Toronto, February 2S. — (Special f5 
McGllI Dally by C. L. Coburn)— As a 
bcqual to the atheism editorial which 
appeared In The Varsity of Tuesday. 
February Itth, the student's odmlnis- 
tr.atlvo council today ordered The 
Varsity to cease publication indefinite- 
ly, although the staff is being retain- 
ed. Tho Board of Governors met yes- 
terday, and having repudiated lite 
athlesm charges, lnstr"ote<l Caput 
council, to take di^o-lplinary mea>i;,-s. 

There was a mretlng of Caput again 
last evening, the resslon held during 
the afternoon having yielded no de- 
cision. The offending editorial was 
discussed Thursday In the Ontario 
LepUlnturc and yesterday, and the 
Honorable )i, C. Nixon, loader of the 
Progressive Party demanded an in- 
vestigation, tlio suspension of the 
paper, and the .arrest of the editor on 
biasphemy charges. Liberal and Con- 
servative leader!, however urged that 
no action be taken by tho leglsl.alivp 
house, and decided that the matter be 
loft In Ihe hands of the university au- 
thorities. 

Th- ailmlnistrative council met 
yesterday afternoon and ordered ces- 
sation of publication of The Varsity, 
fi.r fear that the Governors wo'jid 
withdraw tho financial suprort from 
tho Council, owing to undesinU>le 
publicity from the downtown press. 
The Council expressed Its oonfidence 
in the editor and his policy, but felt 
that the suspension of tho unTverïity 
newspaper waa necessarj*. 

The editorial In question has to do 
witli aUielsm in the University of To- 
ronto. Tho writer developed tiie 
II. erne that tho trend of education l.s 
to produce, or at lea-ii to tend to pro- 
duce. a.liieJsm by undermining the 
foundations of faith. It wis immedi- 
ately seized upon l>y the downtown 
newspapers and Uie whoio adtnlnlslra. 
tlon of tho University and of the stu- 
dent organizations were at once em- 
broiled.

Prof. Day Spoke 
On Importance of 
Gold to World 

Paints Picture of Evils of 
Falling Prices 

LECTUR E BRO ADCAST 

Senior Hockey Teams Open 
Important <,)uoMion 
Of Cold 

"The general level of prices in 
every country depends on Ihc relation 
between tho total quaailty of gooda 
exchangcil and the total quantity and 
efflcleiiey of the monetary units used 
to arooiiipliïh these exchanges" de- 
eiarirt Professor J, P. Day, assistant 
professor of Economics, in his speech 
before the Montreal Branch of the 
Canadian Institute of Mlninc and 
Metallurgy. The moetliic was held last 
nlijlit In th.> ti-.a!n dining room of the 
Placo "Viger Hotel and the lecture, tho 
subject of which was "The Economic 
importance of Gold ", was broadcast 
through Quebec and Toronto. 

Going on to explain the Importance 
of gold in the world's eomim-rcc. Prof. 
Day stated that In all countries on the 
gold standard Including more than 
half the population of the world and 
practically all the great commercial 
nations, the total volume of purchasing 
power is ultimately limited by the 
amount of gold In their possession, 
Depreition Diiastroui 

Tlie leiiu.er then dwell upon tho 
evil of falling prices. When there Is a 
tendency for prices In general to take 
a slump, a miniature panic is the re- 
sult. As this slump becomes more pro- 
nounced business and Industry become 
unprofltnhlo. The only remedy, a. re- 
duction of wages, brings nothln^r bm 
resentment from lh« earners. Thus It 
can be seen that the failing price levé 
dislocates the whole économie life oi 
the nation by causing a drastic re- 
distribution of income. The last year 
or so has proven how disastrous thb 
fall in the general level of prices can 
he.

SIcGlU Dally, 
Dear Sir, 

May I have spacs in your columns briefly to 
comment on tlie points of contention rcEarding the 
sealing accommodation at tho recent Harrard-^lc- 
Gill hockey game? 

I shall not attempt to defend either tho actions 
of the Athletic Board, or what I consider the justi- 
fiable Indlenatlon of many members of the Stu- 
dents' Society; but I nhould like to tlate simply 
a few facts which miRht tend to remove some 
part of the ' extraordinary amount of mlsunder- 
fitandins which cxiels. 

In tho first place, the rorum, bclnç ihc largest 
and best hockey arena in the city, Is In a. position 
almost to dictate to any team which it accommo- 
dates; .and, unluckily, In tho interests of its stock- 
holders, it on too often asserts its prérogative. The 
Forum authorities may set their own prico and 
allocate the seats as they see fit. Tho Athletic 
Board has no Immediate redrcsF. 

For the evening of Monday last the Athletic 
Manager had received assurance from the Forum 
that ICOO seals would bo reserved until 7:45 for 
McGill students. For Fomo reason, so for un- 
known, the Forum reserved only 1100 aoats. They 
acknowledge their mtstako and have been extreme- 
ly apolopctie. They deny, however, tho accusa- 
tion that any students with coupon.» wcro denied 
admission; and they claim that, in some Instnnecs, 
students with coupons were allowed to sit in the 
higher priced seata. 

'rhe Forum takes a l.irge proportion of the 
net profits; and for tlils reason the .\ihlellc Board 
has to p.iy t!io Forum 30 cents for every student 
coupon received at tlie gate. For all the usual 
homo games, that ts, those which are nomtally 
cxpected,- the Athletic Board have budgeted at the 
hcsinning of tho college year, and thus make al- 
lowance for tho redemption of coupons. This, of 
course, is as it should be, since the revenue of 
ih« Board consists In part of the funds received 
from students in cxchango for coupons. 

But the Harvord' game was arranged at very 
short notice. It had not been budgeted for; and 
when tho possibility of playing such u game was 
entertained tho Hoard were of the opinion that they 
would suffer a pecuniary loss by allowing students 
to use their coupons; but iiicy felt, further, that 
If nt nil possible students would be allowed this 
privilege. After a great deal of thought It was 
considered possible for the Board to take the risk. 

Ilstlinaicii of tho ex'iieeted loss were based on 
llie Usures for other intcrcolleElate games. The 
remarkable attendance was as unexpected as It 
was graUfylng. 

II might bo jvcll to remind students that, tn 
fact as weU as in name, the Athletic Board Is NOT 
a money-maUIng oreanlzaiion; Its deficit runs Into 
several thousands of dollars even in the most suc- 
cessful of years! and that. In the spendmg of the 
funds at its disposal on athletics the Board goes 
on the principle that it la more advantageous to 
encourage the actual participants than the spec- 
tators. Its efforts towards this goal I cannot en- 
.tlrely commend. 

May J also remind the Jiludents that they arc 
not themselves blomelesa: that, as in every game, 
the section reserved for holders of coupons being 
tin-own open to the public 15 minutes before the 
i same starts, a student should not be too aggrieved 
if, on arriving l?te, he cannot get a seat; tliat al- 
ihoiigh the book of coupons bears the Inscription 
"not transferable", a great many coupons were 
sold— and sold to persons other than undergradu- 
ates; and that over 50 student coupons handed in 
at the Harvard game were not the specific cou- 
pons allotted for lite game but falsified editions. 

On the oilier hand I am far from ready to 
ailmit that tho Athletic Board and the aniletii- 
nian.iger have given no cause for criticism. Cer- 
tain details were, most certainly, handled care- 
lessly. Tho agilement with the Forum, for in- 
stance, should admit of po possibility of jnistakc 
But perhaps the biggest causo for criticism is the 
lack of t>ubllclty given to certain rather compli- 
cated situations with which the Board la con- 
fronted. Students are not given a fair chance to 
judge fairly. Assuredly a better scheme for hand- 
ling the student-ticket problem could be devised: 
and a better and more inclusive contract with the 
Forum mlgiit be obtained— a contract where the 
price of seats could be fixed and the student ac- 
commodation assured. 

Lastly, Sir, Editor, might 1 apologise that the 
exigencies of space have necessitated this cursory 
ouUlne; but I should be pleased to elaborate on 
any of the points mentioned should it be desh-cd.
